ViXhelmjd^tariwg^vaa still a bachelor, 
he bed rested a room Trm Basenau, In 1934, when he married Sophia, he 
moved from Hers og-Heinricha trass e to 5 PTanenjobstrasee, where he 
obtained an apartment on the third floor. He has lived in these 
premises continuously since then. 

During the last war Vilhelm Schltmberger served in the German army 
as a medical orderly, not as a combat soldier. He served the whole time 
In a hospital In Munich.
